RAILROAD PROJECT ABANDONED. 


The Merchants Association Cats Its Nose 
to Spite Ita Cheek, 


sociated Press.| The great Salt Lake 
railroad project has been abandoned. 
The company was organized some 
months ago to build a competing rail- 
road, and-capitalists of San Francisco 
were interested in the scheme, which

The reason for abandoning the project 
was the opposition of the Merchants’

would -allow thé Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, which it was fighting, to consoli- 
date its local'lines with those it had in 
Arizona and elsewhere, thus taking its 
local lines out of the State’s control. 
The Traffic Association refused to recede 
from its position, and so the capitalists 
interested in the proposed road gave up 
the scheme.

Her Guardian Issues a Strong State- 
ment Reviewing Her Case, 


The Annexation Commissioners of the 
Hawaiian Provisional Government 
Placed in an Embarassing

Nrw York, March 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Princess Kaiulani; niece 
of the deposed Queen Lilinokalani of 
Hawaii, arrived on the steamer ~Teu- 
tonic today. ~ 

With her were Theophilus Davies and 
Mrs, Davies, the English guardians of 
the Princess, Miss Davies and Miss 
Wartoff, companion of the Princess. 

E. C. McFarlane, ex-Minister of Fi- 
nance to the dethroned Queen Liliuoka- 
lani, and Dr. Mott Smith, the present 
Hawaiian Minister to this country, 
went down the bay on the revenue cut- 


cess. They boarded the ship immedi- 
ately after she left the Health Officer’s 
boarding station. There was quite an 
army of curiosity seekers on the pier to 
get a glimpse of the Princess. 

A suite of rooms was engaged for the 
party at the Brevoort House, and they 
were driven there immediately after 
coming off the steamship. 

A PRETTY GIRL. 

The Princess is 18 years of age, 
tall.and a beautiful young woman—a 
sweet face and slender figure. She has 
soft brown eyes and the dark complex- 
ion that mark the Hawaiian beauty. 
She had come to the United States, she 
said, more for the purpose of learning 
and ‘obse ving for herself the nature of 
the Sek who had been asked to take 
control of her country than to make a 
formal petition for her crown. 

‘“That,’’ she said, ‘‘is rightfully mine, 
and if Americans are the noble-minded 
people that I have learned 
them as, they will not be a party to the 
outrage by which I have lost my birth- 
right.”’ 

In regard to her views on the various 
aspects which the Hawaiian govern- 
ment is likely to assume, Princess 
Kaiulani referred to her guardian, Mr. 
Davies, but she issued the following 
address: 


ADDRESS OF THE PRINCESS. 


_ othe American people: Unbidden I stand 
vpon your shores today, where I thought 
so soon to receivea royal welcome on my 
way tomy own kingdom. I come unat- 
tended, except by the loving hearts that 
come with me over the wintry seas. I hear 
that commissioners from my land have 
been for many days asking this great Na- 
tion to take away my littie vineyard. They 
speak no word tome and leave me to find 
outasIcan from rumors in the air that 
they would leave me without. a home or 
name or nation. 
THEY UNDO THEIR WORK. 

Seventy years ago Christian America 
sent over Christian menand women to give 
religion and civilization to Hawali. They 
gave us the gospel; they made us a nation, 
and we learned tolove and trust America. 
Today three of the sons of those mission- 
aries are at your capital asking you to 
undo their. fathers’ work. Who sent 
them? Who gave them authority to break 
the constitution which they swore they 
would uphold? Today I, a poor, weak girl, 
with not one of my people near me, and all 
these Hawaiian statesmen against me, have 
strength to stand upfor the rights of my 
people. Even now I can hear their wail in 
my heart, and jit gives mestrength and 
courage, and Iam strong—strong in the 
faith of God; strong in the knowledge that 
I am right; strong in the strength of 
seventy millions of people, who, in this free 
land, will hear mycry, and will refuse to 
let their flag cover dishonor to mine. 


Statement of Her Guardian. 

New York, March 1.—T. Davis, who 
was appointed by the late King of 
Hawaii guardian of the Princess dur- 
ing her stay in England, has issued the 
following statement, reviewing the late 
events in the islands, and showing that 
the claims of the Princess have in no 
way been vitiated by the actions of the 
provisional government: 

After the revolution of 1888, Mr. 
Thurston came into power and enjoyed 
generally the confidence of the 
natives and foreigners. At that time 
Princess Kaiulani, princess presump- 
tive to the throne, was 11 years of 
age, and it was felt to be very important 
that she should be sent entirely away from 
the surroundings and influences of Ha- 
waiian court lifein order that she might 
be trained in a quiet home atmosphere, 
which would enable her more fitly to take 
up her future position as sovereign. 

SENT TO ENGLAND... 

Mr. Thurston repeatedly urged that the 
young Princess should be sent to England 
with that object in view, and in 1889, 
when she was 13 vears of age, the plan was 
carried out, and Princess Kaiulani was sent 
to England in charge of alady who was 
about to spend a year in Europe, and who 
undertook to place her at a suitable school,- 
which had already been selected. At the 
end ot the first year the result was deemed 
so satisfactory that King Kalakaua was per- 
suaded to consent to the.continuance of 


the Princess’s stay. in England, and, 


é lady who had been her chaperon had 
to return home, a request was made by the 
father of the Princess, with the written 
concurrence of the King and the Princess 
Liliuokalani, that Mrs. Davies and myself 
would act as her guardian during the Prin- 
cess’s stay in England.

The royal lady has with singular grace and 
courage endeavored to fit herself for her 
high station, and has shrunk from neither 
duty nor sacrificeinthe‘effort.

were concerned in the preparation of the 
Hawaiian constitution of 1887, which they 
compelled the King to accept and since to 
maintain. At least four of the commission- 
ers have taken the oath tothat constitu- 
tion, and ithas been adopted by the na- 
tion. When Liliuokalani ascended to the 
throne, she tookthe asual oath, and by 
that constitution the Princess Kaiulani was 
proclaimed heiress to the throne. 

THE CONSTITUTION MUST STAND. 

“The Queen appears to have violated her 
constitutional oath, and to have laid her- 
self open to deposition, but that cannot ef- 
fect the constitution itself, nor the oaths 
which the commissioners took. There is 
no pretense that the Hawaiian electorate 
ever knew of the revoiution at the date of 
the commissioners’ departure on their 
present mission, and itis difficult to see 
how they can so sufficiently define. their 
present position as to enable them to write 
to the heiress apparent and announce to 
her the circumstances of their arrival. I 
do not fora moment believe any of them 
would be guilty of intentional.cruelty to

Precautions Against the Introduetion 


of Choléra Discussed. 


A Proposition to Send the Health Officer 


to New York to Take a ‘Special 
Course in Bacterlology— 
Routine Business. 


The Board of Health held its regular 
meeting yesterday afternoon inthe May- 
or’s office, ‘beginning at 1:30 o’clock. 
Mayor Rowan presided, and there were 
present Drs. Hitchcock, MacGowan, 
Gillingham and Kurtz 
A petition was received from Cussen 
& Cunningham stating that an unbear- 
able stench proceeded from the base- 
ment of the Mott Market, and asking 
that such nuisance be abated. 

Dr. Kurtz said that the stench was 
caused by the fermentation of sauer- 
kraut, several barrels of which were 
stored in the basement referred to. 

Health Officer. Power said that the 
owner had agreed to remove the nuis- 
ance, and, on motion of Dr. Gillingham, 
the matter was laid over.

Dr. MacGowan’s motion was then 
passed in a form so amended as to pro- 
vide that in cases of scarlet fevera 
quarantine should be established for at 
least thirty days, and as much longer as 
mn Health Officer should think advis- 
able.

cer, C. M. Snell and Adolph Davis were 
‘appointed additional health inspectors 
for a period of sixty days, 

Dr. MacGowan then moved that Law- 
rence McEvoy be continued in that ca- 
pacity for the same length of time. 

Mayor Rowan objected to this pro- 
cedure, saying that it would be very 
discourteous to the Health Officer, that 
gentleman having not so recommneded. 

This provoked some discussion, and 
the matter was finally referred to the 
next meeting, after which an adjourn- 
ment was taken. 


. The Old Hancock Map. 

An old Hancock map of the territory 
which now includes this city is to be 
given a prominent position in the City 
Clerk’s office. It shows the survey as 
made in 1857, and contains the loca- 
tions of the streets as laid out, to in- 
clude what was known as ‘‘donated’’ 
lots, so called because they were do- 
nated to those persons wko would live 
on and cultivate them. The map is old 
and time-stained, but is of much value 
to property-owners here as _an assistant 
to them in proving their rights to the 
titles of the lands which they possess.

Death of a Well-known Mining ems 
The San Francisco Chronicle of 
Wednesaay has the following: | 


Henry Martin, an old-time resident of 
San Francisco and a well-known mining 
man, died at the Palace Hotel at 5 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon after an illness of only 
two davs. The immediate cause of death 
was peritonitis. 

Henry Martin has been identified with 
mining interestsin this State for many 
years, and at the time of his death was the 
owner of a large amount of valuable min- 
ing property about Deadwood, Trinity 
county. He was also largely interested in 
the Regan Vapor Engine. Company, and 
was treasurer of the company. He leaves 
a widow, who now lies at the point of death, 
being completely prostrated: by the shock 
of her husband’s sudden demise. She has 
been very ill for the past two months, and 
it is mow thought she cannot recover.

The Proposed Fire Department Law. 
Since the defeat of the Mahoney 


will come to the fore with a good 


cities of 80,000 inhabitants or over, 
and affects San Francisco, Oakland and 
Los Angeles. It provides for the ap- 
pointment by the Mayor or governing 
body of acity, of a fire commission of 
not less than three, nor more than five 
members, The appointment is to be 
made on a non-partisan basis, and the 
commissioners are to serve without pay. 
The maximum of monthly salaries for 
members of the department is fixed as 
follows: Chief engineer, $250; assist- 
ant, $200; district engineer, $152; 
captain, $90; lieutenant, $82; engi- 
neer of steamer, $140; ; 
driver, $92; fireman, third-class, $72; 
second-class, $77; first-class, $87. 
The firemen are divided into classes as 
follows: First-class, those who have 
served in the department not less than 
three consecutive years; second-class, 
not less than two years; third-class, 
less than one year. 

Section 7 pfovides that 

The government and discipline of a 
fire department shall be such as the 
respective board shall, from time to 
time, by rules, regulations and orders, 
prescribe. The board shall have 
power, in its discretion, on conviction 
of a member of the force of any illegal 
offense, or of neglect of duty, or viola- 
tion of rule, or neglect, or disobedience 
of orders, or incapacity, or absence 
without leave, or any conduct adjudged 
by the board to be injurious to the. pub- 


lic peace or welfare, or immoral con- 
duct, or conduct 


unbecoming an 
officer, or, other breach of dis- 
cipline, to punish the offending 
party by.xeprimand, forfeiting and with- 


holding pay for a specified time, or 
dismissal from the force;-provided, that 
not more than ten days’ pay shall be 
forfeited and withheld for any one of- 
fense. No person shall be removed for 
political purposes. No engineer, mem- 
ber, fireman, or other employé of any 
fire department, organized or existing 
under this act, shall be a member of 
any political club, association or organ- 
ization, or take any part in any primary 
or general election otherwise than to 
vote; andany engineer, member, fire- 
man or other employé of any fire de- 
partment violating this act shall be 
dismissed from said department. No 
officer or member of any uniformed 
force shall be removable until after 
written charges shall have been pre- 
ferred against him, and after such 
charges have been publicly examined 
into, after reasonable notice to the 
person charged and in such manner of 
examination as the rules and regula- 
tions 
sioners may prescribe.

' Jessie N. Marshall (respondent) vs. Ja- 
cob S. Taylor (appellant.) Plaintiff recov- 
ered a judgment against defendant for the 
sum of $25.000 damages on December 18, 
‘1880. On that day her. counsel gave to the 
clerk the form of judgment and paid him the 
costs of the action. The verdict was duly 
recorded and the judgment was filed but 
notentered. In due time the defendant 
moved for a new trial. The motion was de- 
nied, and defendant appealed on June 26, 
1891. The notice of. appeal served upon 
the plaintiff states that the defendant ap- 
als tothe Supreme Court from the final 
judgment given, made, rendered and en- 
tered in the cause on December 18, 1890, 
and also from the order of June 12, 1891, 
denying defendant's motion for a new trial 
theretn. The transcript on appeal was 
served upon respondent on August 25, 
1891, and contains a certificate of the 
clerk, which states that no judgment has 
ever been rendered or entered in the ac-. 
tion. On December 9, 1891, appellant 
served upon respondent a notice of motion 
‘to dismiss the action upon the ground that 
the plaintiff had neglected. for more than 
six months after the rendi of the ver- 
dict to demand or have entered a judgment 
théreon. - About the same time plaintiff 
served defendant with notice of motion to 
have judgment entered, as ot the date Jan- 
18, 1890. The motions:-were heard 
together. That of the defendant for a dis- 
missal of the action was denied. and that 
of plaintiff an order directing the 
clerk to enter judgment nunc pro tunc, as 
of January 18, 1890,"’ wasgranted. From 
these orders defendant bas appealed. — 
think the Court properly denied the 
‘motion to dismiss the action. The applica 
tion was based upon section 581, C.C.P., 
which provides that an action may be dis- 
missed in certain cases. : 

-This section is not mandatory (Rosenthal 
vs. McMann, 93 Cal., 505,) and, if it were,

When plaintiff paid to the clerk the

The word *Janu- 
ary’’ is a palpable mistake as to the month.
